May it please your Excellency , 

In the absence of the Earl of Clarendon, Chancellor of the 
Queen’s University in Ireland, it becomes my duty as Vice-Chan- 
cellor, in compliance with the provisions of Her Majesty’s Charter, 
to furnish to your Excellency the Report of the Condition and 
Progress of the University since the 1st January, 1864 

The General University Examinations of the year 1864, com- 
menced on the 27th of September, and terminated on the 24th of 
October. Examinations for Degrees in the Faculty of Medicine 
were also held in June, and First University Examinations in Arts 
and Engineering were also held in April. At these various 
Examinations 294 Candidates presented themselves. Lists of those App, II. 
who were successful are annexed. 

In addition to these Examinations for Members of the Univer- 
sity, Examinations of Candidates who are not Members were held 
simultaneously in the month of June last at Dublin, Belfast, and 
Cork. Forty Candidates presented themselves for the Certifi- 
cates awarded at these Examinations. Lists of those who were App. II. 
successful are annexed. 

The principal public meeting of the University, to confer degrees 
and diplomas, and distribute prizes, was held in St. Patrick's Hall, 

Dublin Castle, on the 12th of October last, An account of the App. I. 
proceedings is appended to this Report.

Public Meeting of the Queen’s Univeksiti in Ireland, held in Public 
St. Patrick’s Hall, Dublin Castle, on the 12th October, 18(54. Meeting. 

After the close of the examinations of the year 1864, a public meeting 
of tlie Queen’s University was held in Dublin Castle, on the 12th of October, 

1864, for conferring degrees and diplomas. 

A large number of distinguished persons having taken their places in 
the Examination Hall, the Vice-Chancellor and Senate of the University, 
the Professors and Examiners, and the Candidates, entered it in proces- 
sion. 

The Vioe-Chanoellor then opened the meeting in the following 
address : — 

I am happy to be able to state, in opening this, our annual meeting, to 
confer the degrees and honors of the Queen’s University in Ireland, that 
it is distinguished by the attendance of a larger number of successful can- 
didates for those distinctions than has ever appeared before us on any 
former occasion. The numbers examined in 1863 had been considerably in 
advance of those of any former year, and they are again exceeded by those 
who have come forward in this. Of these several students in the various 
classes, thirty-eight have been found qualified for the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine, thirty-nine have passed the first University Medical Examina- 
tion, eleven Bachelors of Arts have passed the examination for the degree 
of Master, and fifty-five students have passed that for the degree of 
Bachelor in that faculty. Eighty-four have passed the first University 
Examination in Arts, several of whom are included among those whom I 
have mentioned as having also qualified for the degree of Bachelor. Ten 
students have successfully competed for the diploma in Engineering, and 
fourteen passed their first examination in that profession. One Bachelor 
of Laws has sought for, and been found qualified to obtain, the degree of 
Doctor in that faculty -; one student has passed the examination for 
Bachelor of Laws, and one for that of Elementary Law. The middle-class 
examinations, instituted by tho University for young persons not con- 
nected with the Queen’s Colleges, were attended by thirty-eight pupils, 
of whom fourteen were found sufficiently instructed to pass the examina- 
tion. Four gentlemen, Doctors of Medicine of other Universities — two of 
TrinityCollege, Dublin, one of theUniversity of Glasgow, and one of that of 
Edinburgh — -have been permitted by our Senate to receive the same degree 
in this. I have an equally satisfactory statement to make as to the con- 
tinually increasing number of students in attendance on the several classes 
in the three Queen’s Colleges in the past year. Looking back for the past 
ten years, the numbers have generally been steadily augmenting. In the 
session of 1854-55 they were only 410 ; they advanced in the successive 
sessions, and in that of 1862-63 they were 787. In the collegiate session 
just passed, that of 1863-64, they amounted to 810. In the competitive 
examinations for the public service students of the colleges have in the 
past year contended with success ; some of those thus distinguished are 
here to-day to receive also honorary prizes awarded to them at our recent 
examinations. Mr. MacDonnell, of the Queen’s College, Galway, obtained 
the twelfth, and Mr. Smith, of the Queen’s College, Belfast, whose answer- 
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ing in pure and mixed mathematics was remarkably high — X believe tlie 
highest yet recorded — obtained the twentieth place, among 218 candidates 
at the last July examinations for the East India Civil Service. Hr. 
AstoD, of the Queen’s College, Belfast, obtained the first, and Mr. Wilkin- 
son, of the same college, the third place in the competition for the British 
Consular Service in China, Siam, and Japan. In the competition for the 
Public Works Department of India a candidate from the Queen’s College 
of Belfast took the first, one from Cork the second, and one from Galway 
sixth of the ten vacant places ; and in the Indian Telegraph Department 
five candidates from the Queen’s College, Galway, were successful; I 
believe that in the Army and Is T avy Medical Services equal success has 
attended the competition of our graduates. 

In presenting these statistical notices I have, I think, in truth, said 
enough to satisfy the public mind that this University, and the Queen’s 
Colleges, of which it is the head, are progressive and successful institu- 
tions, well answering the purpose for which they were designed, dif- 
fusing sound and useful education among large ancl important classes of 
our young community, preparing them for the business of life, and guiding 
them towards the attainment of prosperous and honourable positions in 
their respective studies and professions. At our last annual meeting I 
was able to announce that Her Majesty had been pleased to sanction the 
grant of new charters to each of the Queen’s Colleges. Some of the 
arrangements thereby made for the better distribution of tbe fund appro- 
priated to the maintenance of the colleges, and tbe remuneration of the 
professors, rendered it necessary that a new charter should also be granted 
to pur University. Her Majesty has been graciously pleased to approve 
of its provisions, and I have very recently had the satisfaction of attach- 
ing to it the Great Seal of Ireland. By the provisions of this charter 
some important changes have been made in the constitution of tbe Univer- 
sity by the establishment of a Convocation, to be composed chiefly of 
those who have already obtained our degrees — a body similar to that 
which exists in connexion with other universities, but which, until the 
number of our graduates had materially increased, it was not necessary 
to have created in connexion with ours. By a slow, but certain rate of 
progression, the Convocation will have the power of electing six repre- 
sentatives to be members of our Senate. It may be some years before 
that number will be complete, but I regard the establishment of the prin- 
ciple as of much importance — tending, as it must do, to keep the graduates 
of the University in connexion with it, and thus in a measure to associate 
so numerous a body with our governing body. The only immediate 
change in the Senate consists in the nomination by Her Majesty of his 
Grace the Archbishop of Dublin in the place of his eminent predecessor, 
the late Archbishop Whately — a nomination which, I am sure, will be 
well accepted by all who are interested in the progress of sound collegiate 
education. 

One topic remains ; I approach it witb much concern. We have to 
lament the absence from our meeting on this occasion of his Excellency 
the. Earl of Carlisle, and, still more, to grieve at the distressing cause 
which has deprived us of the honour and gratification of his presence, 
and compelled his retirement from Ireland. How often has he graciously 
assisted at our annual meetings — how cordially, how kindly, bow elo- 
quently has he. borne tribute to the value of our institutions, the progress 
of our University, the merits and services of our professors, and the suc- 
cesses of our students. In his absence to-day we miss not alone the 
honoured presence of the representative of our gracious Sovereign, of a 
nobleman high in rank among the hereditary peerage of the empire, and 
intrusted for years with the most elevated official position in our country, 
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We have much more than this privation to deplore, serious as it is, Appendix. 
•when we recall to mind — as who will not who had, on such occasions as j 
this, the happiness of hearing him ? — the fervid eloquence, the classic taste, Public 
the heart-stirring tones, the genial, affectionate, impressive language of Meeting, 
encouragement and of hope in which he was wont to address our assem-" 
blies, to charm the large and enlightened audience which filled our hall, 
to approve the past exertions of our students, and to stimulate their 
youthful minds to the right pursuit of still higher attainments. Though 
absent from us, I am convinced that liis interest in the progress of our 
University, and in the diffusion of education among all classes of our 
community, remains unabated, and that lie will hear with satisfaction of 
the important advances we are making, as illustrated iu the details I have 
already stated. It remains for us fervently to express the hope, that in 
the tranquil retirement he has sought, amid the classic glories of art, and 
the well-known scenes of sylvan beauty by which he is surrounded, bis 
health may yet regain much of its pristine vigour, to gladden the hearts 
of his numerous friends in this, his almost adopted country, and to enable 
him to give tbe benefit of his counsels and his example, as it was so often 
his privilege and his happiness to give them, in support of the intellectual 
and the material interests of Ireland. 

In the absence of our Chancellor, the Earl of Clarendon, it is now my 
office, as Vice-Chancellor, to admit to their respective degrees the candi- 
dates who now attend before us, and to confer on the successful compe- 
titors the prizes and honors awarded by the University. In addition to 
the prizes directly given by the University, I have also to mention the 
result of the examinations in connexion with the valuable exhibitions 
provided from the fund created through the munificence and the exertions 
of our colleague in the Senate, the Right Honorable Sir Robert Peel. 

The details of the proposed allocation of the fund were given to us by Sir 
Robert, at our annual meeting in 1862, in the luminous and eloquent 
address which he then delivered. 

The candidates were then called up in order, and the Vice-Chancellor 
conferred the several degrees, diplomas, and honors, which had been 
awarded. 

The ceremony having concluded, the Right Honorable Sir Robert Peel, 
hart., rose, and said — 

My Lord Chancellor, Ladies, and Gentlemen, — I make no doubt that 
within these halls there are some persons who are here assembled for the 
first time, to witness this interesting annual ceremony of the Queen’s 
University ; and I make no doubt that there are also here many young 
men who are here for the first time, and they equally with this distin- 
guished company, as well as those amongst us who are more familiar with 
the proceedings on these occasions, — ono and all of us cannot fail to be 
deeply impressed by the circumstances and consideration with which the 
honors of this University are year by year delivered to those who have 
succeeded in their examination for diplomas and degrees. But, ladies and 
gentlemen, in the distribution of prizes which have beeu gained by the 
successful candidates, the students themselves must feel the compliment 
which is paid to them by this public ceremony in the recognition of their 
successful academic career — that it is -enhanced by the honour which is 
paid by tbe hands of my noble friend the Lord Chancellor of Ireland, who 
is also Vice-Chancellor of this University. 

My Lord Chancellor has given us a brief outline of tbe results of the 
past year, and he has also, I am happy to say, satisfied us as regards 
the successful and onward progress of the University. Row, let me, 
if I can, refer to what took place in this hall last year. Last year, in 
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Appendix. October, 1863, the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, in those eloquent words 
which he could so well make use of, referred to the lamented absence of

Meeting. „ Wliately ; and he alluded to him, in that language which I qualify as e } 0 . 

quent, as a man of large qualities, of abundant charity, and, I think his 
words were, “ luminous faith.” Dr. Wliately, from the very incorporation 
of our University, was a member of our Senate, and by his constant pre- 
sence here, and by the continuance of his support on this and many occa- 
sions, he advanced the interests of the University, so that those connected 
with the University looked up to him with grateful recollections of lus 
services. We have lost three very distinguished members of our Senate 
— Sir Philip Crampton, Sir Thomas Wyse, and Ur. Wliately. Their 
places can be and have been filled, I hope, by men who will endeavour, 
as they did, to do their duty to the University; and I, in common with 
this audience, rejoice to see in place of Ur. Wliately that very distinguished 
man now present, who has succeeded him in the See of Uublin — I mean 
his Grace the Archbishop of Uublin. But, ladies and gentlemen, as has 
been referred to by the Lord Chancellor, there is a gloom spread and hang- 
ing over our proceedings on this occasion, in consequence of the absence 
of one who, on all occasions that he was able, was most conspicuous by 
his presence. This, I believe, is the twelfth anniversary on which you 
assembled in this hall, in connexion with the Queen’s University; on 
eight of these occasions Lord Carlisle, as Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, pre- 
sided here. How great, then, is his loss on this oocasion ! This loss 
has been alluded to by the Vice-Chancellor, who stated that lie always 
came to give us his countenance and support. He was not the only Lord 
Lieutenant who lias done that, because every nobleman who has held 
the rank of Viceroy in this country has done the same. Lord Clarendon 
I would especially mention, whose name cannot be mentioned within the 
precincts of this University without gratitude and without respect, — to 
whom we owe, I believe I am justified in saying, the establishment of the 
medical schools in our colleges. Lord Eglintoun, when lie came to Ire- 
laud in 1852, also at once consented to preside in this hall. At a meeting 
on a similar occasion what did lie tell his audience ? He said “ I have 
been a very short time amongst you in Ireland — a very few months; but 
I have lost no time. I have not omitted visiting each one of the provinces, 
and of seeing the colleges erected there with my own eyes.” He did that, 
ai d rejoiced to see the success of those established, and hoped that the 
University would prosper. In 1853 or 1854 Lord St. Germans came here. 
He had been Chief Secretary under the Government of Sir Robert Peel, 
when the act incorporating this University was passed. On that occasion 
he referred to the fact, and said : — “ When I was Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land I was instrumental in drawing up the Act which gave the Queen’s 
Colleges to Ireland ; and I rejoice as Lord Lieutenant of Irelaud to witness 
their success in the country.” Although all these several Lords Lieuten- 
ant paid every attention to promote the interests which we are heie to 
advocate, there were none after Lord Clarendon who did more service for 
ns than did Lord Carlisle. Lord Carlisle had made the country his 
mime. His whole soul was wrapped up in the service of bis Sovereign as 
Viceroy, and in endeavouring to promote the welfare of this country. 
There was nothing that could in any way advance the social and material 
prosperity of this country that he was not anxious to promote ; and, theie- 
fore, I do venture to say that never did a man leave the shores of Ireland 
towards whom a deeper regret at the affliction which had befallen him 
was felt than towards Lord Carlisle. The very last official visit, I believe, 
wmch he paid in this country was to the Marlborough-street schools, with 
his friend Alexander M'Uonnell, in order to prove that lie was in favour 
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of that system of united education which has given us such inestimable Appendix. 
benefits. I do not know if I may observe on one particular fact connected 
with his departure, but I would venture to say that there was no person Public 
witnessed the departure of Lord Carlisle from the shores of Ireland who Meeting, 
was not affected at the spectacle that was presented. Crowds of people were 
assembled in Kingstown in silent regret to wish him good-by ; and I have 
been told that when my gallant friend, the Commander-in-chief, advanced to 
bid him a last good-by, he advanced to him, and when he took his hand 
and grasped' it for a few minutes, and said, “God bless you sir,” I do not 
believe there was a dry eye in that crowded assembly that was there to 
wish Lord Carlisle farewell. He stood till the last moment on the deck of 
the vessel, and, as it was leaving the shore, lie cast a long, lingering look 
behind him at that country where he had spent almost the whole of his 
public life, and where his public services had been given. Many a person 
in that assembly must have recollected those touching lines of Moore, 
where he says : — 

“ As slow our ship her foamy track 
Against the wind was cleaving, 

Her trembling pennant still looked back 
To that dear isle ’twas leaving. 

So loth we part from all we love, 

From all the links that bind us ; 

So turn our hearts where’er we rove, 

On those we’ve left behind us." 

And now, ladies and gentlemen, there were two observations which have 
been made by Lord Carlisle, and to which I wish to advert ; but, first of 
all, I wish to point out the very eventful period which passed during the 
time Lord Carlisle was connected with the Government of Ireland. From 
1854 to 1863, eight anniversaries in which he presided here as ruler, the 
advance of the University was of a striking character. In the year Lord 
Carlisle came to Ireland there were entering the University 178 students, 
and the number attending in the halls amounted to 410. In the year 
following there were 179 entries, and 438 attending ; whilst last year, 

1862-3, there were 273 entering, and 787 attending. During the present 
year, however, which is conspicuous among all that has passed for the 
number of young men both entering and attending, we find 289 entering, 
and 810 students attending the lectures. It is impossible in the brief 
period that has elapsed that greater success should have been accom- 
plished. In the year 1S57-8 we had a commission to inquire into the 
conduct of the University. That commission reported that it was impossible 
but that tbe University must be successful, because at that moment there 
were in the halls attending lectures nearly 450 students. What would they 
not be able to report of it now, when not only that number has been very 
nearly doubled, hut that absolutely the students educated in this Univer- 
sity are displaying on almost every occasion, when competitive examina- 
tion affords them an opportunity, convincing proofs of the advantages they 
derive from their education % 

There are two observations which Lord Carlisle made on almost the 
last occasion when he addressed this assembly, to which I would wish to 
refer. He observed on the nicely balanced division of students as regards 
the religious denominations in this country. I am happy to say that that 
has been maintained to a remarkable degree. Lord Carlisle said on a 
former occasion, in this hall, “I learn with increasing pleasure that the 
proportion of different religious communions amongst the students con- 
tinues to be what might be expected and wished.” What are the num- 
bers in the College at the present moment f I will take three years, for 
this is a matter of great importance to these who take an interest in the 
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progress of the University. In the year 1861-2 there were 752 students 
in all attending the halls. Of these 205 were of the Established Church 
208 were Roman Catholics, 247 were Presbyterians, and 92 belonged to* 
other denominations. In 1862-3 (observe how nicely the number is pre- 
served, with, I am glad to say, an increasing number of Roman Catholics) 
there were 202 members of the Established Church, 214 Roman Catholics 
General Assembly Presbyterians, 277 ; and of other denominations 84 • 
and in 1863-4, we find that the number of members of the Established 
Church is 210 ; of Roman Catholics, 237 (a very considerable increase ) ; 
Presbyterians, 260 ; and other denominations, 103. I think, therefore* 
that the progress of the University as regards the religious denominations 
of students fully bears out the anxious desire that Lord Carlisle had ex- 
pressed, that the proportion should be maintained. 

On the last occasion Lord Carlisle presided here he expressed a hope 
that the time was not far distant when the University would have a build- 
ing of its own. He said : — “ The increasing dimensions and swelling 
fortunes of this institution, and the growing interest which is felt in it 
only make me wish the more eagerly that the time may not be far dis- 
tant when the University will have a building of its own, duly accommo- 
dated to its high days and solemnities." That is a hope in which we all 
share. I yearn to see the time when we will not have to depend upon 
the kindness of the Lord Lieutenant (great as our thanks to him must be), 
but that we shall he able to have, as Lord Carlisle desired, a building of 
our own, where we could assume the position we are entitled to demand. 
I do not believe any one would grudge us that honour. The great Uni- 
versities certainly would not. The Universities of Oxford and Cambridge 
would be glad to see their sister University advancing to that position 
which it is entitled to reach. The University of Dublin, I am sure, would 
be glad to see us occupy a proper position here. I think that, consider- 
ing this is the last expression of one who took such an interest in our 
advancement, it is not too much to hope that the Government would grant 
£30,000 for the building of an institution here. We should then have a 
building in Dublin., I venture to say I express the opinion of every 
liberal man connected with the University of Dublin, considering that they 
have a revenue of about £70,000, or £80,000, or £100,000 a-year, dating 
from the time of Queen Elizabeth, when I say that they will co-oporate 
with me in urging the Government to give the trifling grant of £30,000, 
whereby we could have a locus standi in Dublin. Having said so much, 
I hope that when that day shall come I may have the privilege of address- 
ing the Queen’s University in that hall. If I am not connected with Ireland 
then, I certainly will make it a point to come over here to congratulate 
the young men of the University on having obtained that which they are 
entitled to have. 

Well, now, what has been done to advance the interests of the Univer- 
sity during the last three years 1 Last year the Government, upon the 
urgent request of the Irish Government, granted that body of men who 
so j nstly deserved recompense — the professors of the Irish Colleges — an 
important addition to their salaries. Since 1858 that had been a pressing 
consideration. Year after year it has been brought forward, and I 
rejoice to think that, with the co-operation of Lord Clarendon and Lord 
Carlisle, I have succeeded in obtaining from the Government that just 
remuneration for the value of the services of the professors that they 
were strictly entitled to receive. Again, last year I considered, in common 
with other persons who were interested in the matter, the salary and 
position of one connected with the University, who, from the beginning 
of his connexion with it until the present moment, has taken the liveliest 
—I may say the chief part in promoting its interests. I allude to my 
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honourable friend, the Secretary of this University. All the business of -Appendix. 
the University has to pass through his hands and those of his assistant. 

They are responsible for the due discharge of that business, and any of Public* 
those persons who are here to-day who have received honors and diplomas Meeting, 
would be extremely annoyed and vexed if any irregularity occurred. But 
errors never occur, so exact is Mr. Stoney in the discharge of his duties; 
and I am sure there is not a single student of the University that does 
not join with me in congratulating him on the advance of salary that he 
has obtained. What do I find ? I find that the joint secretaries of the 
Board of Education have £750 a-year. I find that the secretary of the 
London University has £800 a-year. I find that the secretary of the 
Civil Service Commission has £S00 a-year. I find that the registrar of 
Trinity College, Dublin, receives a salary of £1,200 or £1,500 a-year. I 
therefore thought it my duty to impress on the Government the necessity 
of giving Mr. Stoney a position somewhat corresponding to those I have 
mentioned, and I am glad to find my representations have met with a 
liberal response, and that the secretary and his assistant now receive an 
addition to the salary heretofore allotted to them by Government. 

I now come to the Queen’s College Fund. It is now three years in 
existence. About £1,200 has already been distributed amongst "the stu- 
dents of the University. A portion of this fund lias been invested in 
railway stock and a portion in Indian stock, so that I am happy to say 
that, whilst we can amply, freely, and liberally endow the students at the 
present time with prizes and rewards, there will remain funds which will 
carry back to the students of this University a recollection of the liberality 
of the public, and, I hope, leave some remnant of good-will also towards 
myself. 

Now, we have heard from the Lord Chancellor what the success of the 
University has been. The success of the students of the Queen’s Colleges 
in the competitive examinations was most remarkable. I will take the 
last year of 1863-4. There -were two competitive examinations for the 
Public Works Department in India, and the Queen’s University students 
won the first, second, and sixth out of ten appointments. There was a 
competitive examination for the Indian Telegraph Department— I only 
mention these two, but I might mention many others — and the students 
of the Queen’s University actually obtained five out of twelve appoint- 
ments. I think it is impossible to refer to those details without seeing 
how remarkably successful we have been in the general competition with 
students of other universities. 

Now, ladies and gentlemen, I should he disposed to close these few 
remarks, but I have observed that in all our successes there is yet wanting 
something to make them thorough and complete. We see all over Ireland 
a network of National schools. I think there are at this moment 6,000 
odd, with more than 800,000 children .attending them. We have three 
Queen’s Colleges in the different provinces of Ulster, Munster, and Con- 
naught. They are doing an immensity of good. As regards the National 
schools, it is unnecessary for me to refer to them ; but in our criminal 
statistics we observe what an immense effect they have had by the moral 
agency and systematic training to which the children are subjected. But 
I have to deal with the Queen’s Colleges, and what I wish to show is how 
much needed these Queen’s Colleges must be. I will take the two great 
religious denominations which represent the majority of the people in this 
country, Roman Catholics and Protestants. Look at the Dublin Univer- 
sity Commission. I am not aware that matters are much altered since 
then, and you will see from that, I think, that while Roman Catholics and 
Presbyterians represent the overwhelming majority of the people, of this 
country, yet actually in Trinity College only six per cent, of the students 
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were Roman Catholics, and four per cent. Presbyterians. Is not that 
convincing proof of the necessity we are under of establishing a National 
University which will embrace all classes in this country ? Well then 
between the National schools and the Queen’s University there is a* great 
lack. How is that? We want in this country what they are now agi- 
tating for in England — we want intermediate schools. In England the 
new Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, Sir Stafford Northcote, and many others 
I am happy to say, have interested themselves in this subject, and what 
we want here is that we should have a system of intermediate schools 
which should act as a feeder to this University. You have enormous 
endowments. There are enormous endowments in the Royal schools and 
Charter schools, and many others ; bnt I am sorry to say we all know 
that the funds of these schools have been grossly mismanaged. The 
revenue of these schools alone amounts to £70,000 or £80,000 a-year, bnt 
if properly managed they might reach £140,000 or £1 50,000 a-year, and, 
therefore, I say I believe if you would properly apply them yon have 
resources to maintain intermediate education .which would be most useful 
and beneficial to the people of this country. It is to the middle classes I 
address myself. It is they who are most interested in this matter. They 
have hitherto been deprived of the advantages of collegiate and university 
education, at least in this country. It depends upon this country gener- 
ally to stir up this matter as they are doing in England. Attract public 
attention to it, and I will venture to say that two years will not pass 
without bringing it that consideration which it is entitled to receive. We 
all know the discouragement which must result from having this enormous 
educational fund lost to the country. 

We are prospering — -prospering as we should do, and why? In what- 
ever channel of action your choice or your inclination may lead yon, 
whether it be in science, whether it be in mediciue, whether it be the 
legal profession, or whether it be in the public service, the avenues of dis- 
tinction are now open to you. Thank God there are no barriers which 
you cannot now surmount by patience, perseverance, and industry. I 
recollect that a learned Judge — a very learned Judge — was once asked 
how men succeed at the bar. He said, “Some succeed by great talent, 
some by high connexions, some by a miracle, but the majority by com- 
mencing without a sixpence.” Never were truer words spoken. Self-help 
alone makes a man succeed. If ho has confidence in himself he may 
despise the world, because he is sure to get on by his own determination 
to succeed. I recollect having read in “Moore’s Life” a characteristic 
letter from Lord Melbourne to Lord John Russell. Lord Russell wrote 
to Lord Melbourne, asking him to make some provision for one of Moore’s 
sons. This was Lord Melbourne’s reply, and it contains a very useful 
piece of advice 

“ Mr dear John, — I return you Moore’s letter. Whatever is done should he done for 
Moore himself. Making a small provision for young men is, of all things, the most preju- 
dicial to themselves. They think what they have much larger than it really is, and they 
make no exertion. The young should never hear any language but this: — ‘Yon have 
your own way to make, and it depends upon your own exertions whether you starve or 
not. —Yours, Melbourne.” 

There is a good deal of good, sound, common sense there; and 1 recol- 
lect, in this very city — I think at the opening ©f a railway that was con- 
structed through the energy of Mr. Dargan — a remark made by that 
gentleman which bears on this subject. Mr. Dargan’s health was drunk, 
and he was wished prosperity, and complimented upon the independence 
he had acquired by his own exertions. Having returned thanks for the 
toast of his health, Mr. Dargan made this sensible remark : — “We have 
heard a great deal lately about the independence we have acquired from 
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this, that, and the other source, hut I have given a great deal of attention Appendix, 
to industrial independence, and my opinion is, that active industry and j 
careful exactness would be the making of Ireland.” There is a great deal Public 
of common sense in that suggestion. You will succeed, my young friends, Meeting, 
in future life, by showing determination and perseverance, and acting 
with prudence. Let me then entreat you that in your early life you 
should make it your study to advance yourselves in those useful and 
honourable labours which the rising generation of Ireland are so well fitted 
to excel in by their character, by their intelligence, and by their moral 
qualities. Do not let it be said that the success of your academic career 
is ephemeral — that, having gained honors here, you are contented to rest 
upon your oars, and pass an idle and listless life. On the contrary, let it 
be hut an earnest of future exertion — a pledge of perseverance, and, no 
doubt, of success in the business and concerns of active life. And above 
all, my young friends, do not forget ever to keep present to your mind 
that in your persons, and in your position, you represent that great family 
of the middle classes of the United Kingdom, by whose industrial in de- 
pendence and upon whose moral worth the welfare and the institutions of 
this free country must ever mainly depend.

Chaster of the Queen’s University in Ireland, of the 8th day of charter of 
October, 1864. the Queen’s 

Victoria, by the Grace of God, of the United Kingdom of Great Britain in£Su$. 
and Ireland, Queen, Defender of the Faith, to all to whom these presents 
shall come, greeting. Whereas, by Letters Patent under the Great Seal 
of Ireland, bearing date at Dublin, the third day of September, in the 
fourteenth year of our reign, We did grant, declare, and constitute certain 
persons therein mentioned, and all the persons who might thereafter be 
appointed to be Chancellor or Members of the University Senate, as therein 
mentioned, one body politic and corporate, by the name of the “ Queen’s 
University in Ireland,” and We did by our said Charter further will and 
ordain, that the Chancellor and Senate for the time being of the said 
University, should have full power from time to time to make and alter 
any by-laws and regulations (so as the same were not repugnant to the 
laws of our realm, or to the general objects and provisions of that our 
Charter) touching the matters therein mentioned, and in general touching 
all other matters whatsoever regarding the said University; and that all 
such by-laws and regulations, when reduced into writing, and after the 
Common Seal of the said University should have been affixed thereto, 
should he binding upon all persons, members thereof, and all candidates 
for degrees to be conferred by tlie same, all such by-laws and regulations 
having been first submitted to our Lieutenant-General and General 
Governor of Ireland, and sanctioned and approved of by him ; and We 
did further will and declare that Queen’s College, Belfast ; Qneen’s College, 

Cork ; and Queen’s College, Galway, should be Colleges of the said Uni- 
versity, and that the said University should possess and exercise the full 
power of granting all such degrees as are granted by other Universities 
or Colleges in the several Faculties of Arts, Medicine, and Law, to Stu- 
dents who have completed in one or other of the Colleges of the said 
University, the courses of education prescribed and directed for the several 
degrees, in the manner and by the authority in the aforesaid Charter 
described ; and that such reasonable fees should be charged for the degrees 
conferred, as the said Chancellor and Senate, with the approbation of the 
Commissioners of our Treasury, should from time to time direct, and that 
such fees should be carried to one General Fee Fund, for the payment of 
the expenses of the said University, under the directions and regulations 
of the Commissioners of our Treasury. 

And whereas, by our Letters Patent under the Great Seal of Ireland, 
hearing date at Dublin, the seventeenth day of January, in the fifteenth, 
year of our reign, We did enlarge the powers of the said Chancellor and 
Senate. Know ye, therefore, that We of our special grace, certain know- 
ledge and mere .motion, by and with the advice and consent of the Most 
Fever end Father in God, our right trusty and right entirely beloved 
Councillor, Richard Chenevix, Archbishop of Dublin, onr right trusty and 
well-beloved Councillor Maziere Brady, our Chancellor of that part of our 
said United Kingdom called Ireland, our right trusty and well-beloved 
Councillor, Francis Blackburne, Lord Justice of Appeal of our High Court 
of Chancery in that part of our said United Kingdom called Ireland, and 
our right trusty and well-beloved Councillor, Sir George Brown, Knight, 

Grand Cross of the Most Honorable Order of the Bath, General in our 
Army and Commanding ourForces in that part of our said United Kingdom 
called Ireland, our Justices-General and General Governors of that part of 
our said United Kingdom called Ireland, and according to the tenor and 
effect of our Letter, under our Privy Signet and Royal Sign Manual, bearing 
date at our Court at Saint James’s, the Fourteenth day of September,

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One Thousand Eight Hundred and Sixty-four, in the Twenty-eighth 
Year of our Reign, and now enrolled in the Rolls of our Hi-h Court of 
Chancery in Ireland, aforesaid, have revoked and determined” and do hv 
these presents revoke and determine the said recited Letters Patent and 
every clause, article, and thing therein contained respectively •’ and 
deeming it to he fit and necessary, in order to render complete and satis- 
factory the courses of education to he followed by Students in the Colleges 
which have been, or may hereafter be founded by Us, our heirs or succes- 
sors, under and by virtue of the provisions of an Act passed in the Session 
of Parliament holden in the eighth and ninth years of our reign, and 
intituled “ An Act to enable Her Majesty to endow new Colleges for the 
advancement of learning in Ireland,” that provision should be made by 
which such Students should he enabled to obtain and receive the several 
degrees and distinctions, which are or may he granted and conferred in 
other Colleges and Universities in our kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland. 

2. And farther, know ye, that We of our special grace, certain know- 
ledge, and mere motion, by and with the advice and consent of onr said 
Most Reverend Rather in God, our right trusty and right entirely beloved 
Councillor, Richard- Ohenevix, Archbishop of Dublin, our right trusty and 
well-beloved Councillor, Maziere Brady, our Chancellor of that part of our 
said United Kingdom called Ireland, onr right trusty and well-beloved 
Councillor, Francis Blackburne, Lord Justice of Appeal of onr High 
Court of Chancery in that part of our said United Kingdom called Ireland, 
our right trusty and well-beloved Councillor, Sir George Brown, 
Kmght, Grand Cross of the Most Honorable Order of the Bath, General 
in our Army and Commanding our Forces in that part of our said 
United Kingdom called Ireland, our Justices-General and General 
Governors of that part of onr said United Kingdom called Ireland, and ac- 
cording to the tenor and effect of our aforesaid Lotter, have willed, ordered, 
constituted, ordained, and founded, and by these presents for Us, our 
heirs and successors, We do will, order, constitute, ordain, and found a 
University, which shall be one body politic and corporate, by the name 
o t ie Queen s University in Ireland by which name such body politic 
shall have perpetual succession, and shall have a Common Seal, and shall 
y the same name sue and he sued, implead and be impleaded, and 
answer and be answered unto, in every Court of Us, our heirs and succes- 
sors, and which University is hereinafter referred to as the University. 

o. And We do further will and ordain that the said body politic and 
corporate shall consist of a Chancellor, Senators, Secretary, Professors, 
raduates, and Students; and that the Chancellor shall he the person 
whom We hereby appoint, or whom We, our heirs or successors, shall 
from time to i time appoint Chancellor of the University; and that the 
j-enators shall be such persons, not exceeding twenty-four in number, as 
e ieieby appoint, and as We, our heirs and successors, shall from time 
to time appoint Senators under our or their Sign Manual, and as shall be 
rom time to time appointed Senators by Convocation, under the powers 
eremalter contained, with such additional number as maybe admitted 
y reason of the creation of any new College, as hereinafter is provided ;

1 ^ er j ** tto fourteenth year of our reign, or the person who 
shall be appointed Secretary of the University for the time being, under 
the powers hereinafter contained; and that the Professors shall be the 
persons who have been or shall hereafter be appointed Professors of 
Colleges ol the University : and that the Graduates shall be the persons 
on w om respectively the said University created by our said former 
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Letters Patent of the third day of September, in the fourteenth year of Appendix. 
our reign, has conferred any degree, and the persons on -whom the Uni- 
varsity created by this our Charter shall hereafter confer any degree, after Charter of 
a regular course of study wholly pursued in the Colleges of the University, the Queen’s 
or part of it pursued in such other ways as are expressly permitted by the inSlnd 7 
provisions hereinafter contained, and the rest pursued in the Colleges of 
the University, and the persons on whom the University created by this 
our Charter shall confer Ad-eundem, or Honorary degrees, under the 
provisions hereinafter contained ; and that the Students in any year shall 
be the persons attending lectures or instruction given in that year in the 
Colleges of the University, and whose names shall have been placed on 
the records of the University as Students matriculated in the University 
under the provisions hereinafter contained, and that the aforesaid Chan- 
cellor, Senators, and Professors, shall, each aud every one of them, hold 
their respective offices during the will and pleasure of Us, our heirs or 
successors, or until the term for which they shall have been elected shall 
have expired. 

4. And We do hereby further will and ordain that by the aforesaid name 
of the Queen’s University in Ireland, they and their successors shall be 
able and capable in law to take, purchase, and hold to them and their 
successors, any goods, chattels, or personal property whatsoever, and 
shall also be able and capable in law, notwithstanding the Statutes of 
Mortmain, to take, purchase, and hold to them and their successors, not 
only all such lands, buildings, hereditaments, and possessions as may be 
from time to time used and occupied for the immediate purposes of the 
said University, but also any other lands, buildings, hereditaments, and 
possessions whatsoever, situate within our United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, not exceeding the annual value of ton thousand 
pounds, such annual value to be calculated and ascertained at the period 
of taking, purchasing, or acquiring the same, and that they and their 
successors shall be able and capable in law to grant, demise, alien, or 
otherwise dispose of all or any of the property, real or personal, belonging 
to the said University ; and. also to do all other matters incidental or 
appertaining to a body corporate. 

5. And We further will, ordain, and grant that the goods, chattels, and 
property of the University, created by our said Letters Patent of tlio 
third day of September, in the fourteenth year of our reign, shall he and 
become the property of the University created by this our Charter ; and 
that the University created by this our Charter shall pay and discharge 
all the debts and liabilities of the University created by our said Letters 
Patent of the third day of September, in the fourteenth year of our reign. 

6. And We further will and ordain that all by-laws, regulations, and 
appointments of officers made by the University created by our said 
Letters Patent of the third day of September, in the . fourteenth year of 
our reign, and in force at or immediately before the granting of this our 
Charter, shall, until they shall be altered, repealed, or rescinded, remain 
in force as by-laws, regulations, and appointments of the University 
created by this our Charter. 

7. And We further will and ordain, that the University created by this 
our Charter shall have power to grant to Matriculated Candidates, who 
shall have pursued a regular course of study, either wholly in one or more 
of the Colleges of the University, or part of it in such other places or ways 
as are expressly permitted by the provisions hereinafter contained, and 
the rest in one or more of the Colleges of the University, all such degrees 
or other distinctions as can be conferred in or by any other University in 
our United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland : and further, shall 
have power to admit, by special grace, Graduates of other Universities in 
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Appendix. 0 ur said United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland to similar and 
lJ£* equal degrees in our said University in Ireland ; and to admit to Honorary 
Charter of degrees men of eminent attainments in any branch of knowledge or in the 
the Queen’s public service : Provided always and only that the University created by 
tehSejil. this our Charter shall not confer any degree or other distinction in Tkeo- 

logy- 

8. And We further will and ordain, that the Chancellor shall be tbe 
Head and Chief Officer of the University, and shall preside over its 
meetings, and shall sign and authenticate all its official acta • and that 
there shall be a Vice-Chancellor of the University, who shall exercise all 
the functions of the Chancellor, in the absence of the Chancellor, and that 
the office of Vice-Chancellor shall be an annual office, but that tbe out- 
going Vice-Chancellor may be re-elected, and that the Vice-Chancellor 
nominated by this onr Charter shall go out of office at the end of the 
present calendar year, and that the Vice-Chancellor shall be elected by 
the Senate from among their own number, subject to the approval of the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland for the time being ; and the Vice-Chancellor 
so elected and approved shall hold his office for the calendar year next 
following his election, or, in case of a vacancy occurring before the expi- 
ration of the year of office, for the remainder of the year in which such 
vacancy shall have happened ; and, until such election, the functions of 
Vice-Chancellor shall be exercised by the Senior Senator for the time 
being. 

9. And We further will and ordain that the Chancellor and Senators 
for the time being shall constitute the Senate of the University ; and We 
hereby appoint our right trusty and right entirely well-beloved Cousin 
and Councillor, George William Frederick, Earl of Clarendon, k.g. 
and g.o.b., to be the first Chancellor of the University ; and our right 
trusty and well-beloved Councillor, Maziere Brady, our Chancellor of that 
part of onr said United Kingdom called Ireland, to he the first Vice- 
Chancellor of the University ;.and the aforesaid our right trusty and well- 
beloved Councillor, Maziere Brady, our Chancellor of Ireland ; our right 
trusty and right well-beloved William Earl of Rosse, Knight of the Most 
Illustrious Order of St. Patrick, Doctor in Laws, Fellow of the Koyal 
Society, Chancellor of the University of Dublin ; our right trusty and 
well beloved Councillors, Thomas Baron Monteagle, of Brandon, Master 
in Arts, Fellow of the Royal Society ; Francis Blackburne, Lord Justice 
of Appeal in that part of our said United Kingdom called Ireland, Doctor 

■in Laws, Vice-Chancellor of the University of Dublin; David Richard 
• Pigot, Chief Baron of our Court of Exchequer in that part of our said 
United Kingdom called Ireland ; our trusty and well-beloved the President 
of Queen’s College, Belfast, for the time being ; the President of Queen’s 
College, Cork, for the time being ; the President of Queen’s College, Galway, 
mr the time being; Sir Richard Griffith, Baronet, Doctor in Laws; 
Dominick John Corrigan, Esquire, Doctor in Medicine, President of the 
King and^ Queen’s College of Physicians in Ireland, our Physician in 
Ordinary in Ireland; Sir Thomas Aiskew Larcom, Knight Commander 
of the Most Illustrious Order of the Bath, Doctor in Laws, Fellow of the 
Royal Society, Major-General in our Corps of Royal Engineers; James 
Gibson, Esquire, Master in Aj’ts, Barrister-at Law ; and Robert Andrews, 
Esquire, Doctor in Laws, one of our Counsel-at-Law ; our right trusty and 
well-beloved Councillor, James Henry Monahan, Chief Justice of our 
Court of Common Pleas in that part of our said United Kingdom called 
Ireland j our trusty and well-beloved Robert Adams, Esquire, Doctor in 
* n the Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland, our Surgeon 

in Ordinary in Ireland ; our right trusty and right well-beloved Councillor, 
oir Robert Peel, Baronet; the Right Reverend Father in, God, our 
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riotit trusty and right well-beloved William Bishop of Killaloe ; and the Jmeadix. 
Most Reverend Father in God, onr right trusty and right entirely beloved II( 
Cousin and Councillor, Richard Chenevix, Archbishop of Dublin, to be the Charter of 
first Senators of the University, each and every one of whom shall hold 
his office during our will and pleasure. And We further will and ordain ^ Irdmd . 
that the seniority of the Senators, nominated by this our Charter, shall be 
determined by the order in which their names or offices appear in this our 
Charter ■ and the seniority of Presidents of the Colleges of the University, 
or other’Members of Senate hereafter to be appointed or elected, by the 
order in which they shall have been appointed or elected ; and, if appointed 
or elected at tbe same time, by the order iu which their names shall 
appear in the instrument of appointment, or instrument or certificate of 
election. And We further will and ordain that the President for the time 
being of any College which may hereafter be founded by Us, our heirs or 
successors, under and by virtue of the provisions of the said hereinbefore 
recited Act, shall also be a member of tbe said University Senate, unless 
it shall be otherwise provided in the Charter of such College. 

10. And We do hereby further direct and ordain that Queen’s College, 

Belfast ; Queen’s College, Cork ; Queen’s College, Galway ; and such other 
College or Colleges as may hereafter be founded by Us, our heirs, or suc- 
cessors, under and by virtue of the provisions of an Act passed iri the 
Session of Parliament holden in the eighth and ninth year of our reign, 
and intituled “ An Act to enable Her Majesty to endow new Colleges for 
the advancement of Learning in Ireland,” shall he, and they are hereby 
constituted, Colleges of the University, and all Professors of the said Col- 
leges shall bo Professors of the University 1 ; hut tlio said Colleges shall not 
hfany way be under the jurisdiction or control of the University Senate, 
further than as regards the regulations for qualifications for the several 
degrees, or other University distinctions, the said Colleges being in all 
other respects subjected only to the Charters and Statutes issued and 
approved of, or to he issued and approved of by Us, our heirs or successors, 
for the government of the said Colleges respectively. 

IX. And We further will and ordain, .that the Chancellor,. Senators, 
Secretary, Professors, and Registered Graduates of the University for the 
time being shall constitute the Convocation of the University, and that all 
Graduates of two years’ standing shall be entitled to register, and that for 
this purpose a register of the members of Convocation shall be kept, by 
such Officer, and in such manner as the Senate shall from time to time 
appoint and direct, which register shall be conclusive evidence that any 
person whose name shall appear thereon at the time of his claiming to vote 
in Convocation, is so entitled to vote ; and that any person whose name 
shall not appear thereon at the time of his claiming to voto in Convo- 
cation, is not so entitled to vote. And We further ordain and direct, 
that such Graduates, present and future, shall pay such reasonable 
annual fees iu that behalf, and at such times, and with such liberty 
to compound for the same, as the said Senate, with the concurrence of 
Convocation, and with the approbation of the Commissioners of our 
Treasury, shall from time to time direct. And that the said Senate may 
make by-laws and regulations for taking off tbe name of any such Gra- 
duate for non-payment of such fees, and for reinstating such name on such 
terms as they shall by such by-laws or regulations prescribe in that 
behalf ; Provided always, that no Ad-eundem or Honorary degree shall, 
without the consent of Convocation in each case, entitle the holder thereof 
to become a member of Convocation. 

12. And as We further deem it expedient that the Convocation of the 
University shall be represented in the University Senate, We direct and 
ordain that the second, and every alternate vacancy in the Senate, which 
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shall arise from the death, resignation, or otherwise, of the persons herein- 
before nominated the first Senators, shall be supplied by the election of a 
Senator by Convocation for the three ensuing years under the powers 
hereinafter contained, until the number of the Senators elected by Con- 
vocation to supply such vacancies shall become six • and that every 
vacancy in the Senate, which shall arise from the expiration of the term, 
or from the death, resignation, or otherwise, of a Senator elected by Con- 
vocation, shall likewise be supplied by the election of a Senator by Con- 
vocation, so that the total number of the Senators elected by Convocation 
may continue six ; and that the Senators elected by Convocation shall be 
elected from the members of Convocation, not holding office in any of the 
Colleges of the University ; and that each and every one of the Senators, 
so elected, shall hold office during the three calendar years next succeeding 
their election, or during our will and pleasure ; and that outgoing Senators 
may be re-elected. 

13. And We further will and ordain, that the Senate for the time being 
shall have the entire management of, and superintendence over the affairs, 
concerns, and property of the said University ; and in all cases unpro- 
vided for by this our Charter, it shall be lawful for the Senate to act in 
such manner as shall appear to them best calculated to promote the pur- 
poses intended by the University. And the said Senate shall have full 
power from time to time to make and alter any by-law and regulation (so 
as tbe same be not repugnant to the laws of our realm, or to the general 
objects and provisions of this our Charter), touching the examinations 
and qualifications for degrees or other University distinctions, and touching 
the mode and time for convening the meetings of the Senate, and in 
general touching all other matters whatsoever regarding the University, 
not otherwise expressly provided for by this our Charter. And all such 
by-laws and regulations, when reduced into writing, and after the Common 
Seal of the University shall have been affixed thereto, shall bo binding 
upon all persons, members thereof, and all Candidates for degrees’ to be 
conferred by the same — all such by-laws and regulations having been first 
submitted to our Lieutenant-Glen eral and General Governor of Ireland, 
and approved of and countersigned by him : Provided always, that it shall 
not be lawful for the said Senate to adopt or impose on any person any 
religious examination or test. 

14. And We further will and ordain, that it shall be competent to the 
Senate to receive as evidence of professional education, in part qualifying 
for degrees or other distinctions in law, certificates of attendance upon 
the lectures of such professional teachers as shall afford to the Senate full 
evidence of competency, and of possessing the means of affording in- 
struction, and who shall comply with such other regulations as may be 
from time to time made by the Senate ; and that the Senate shall have 
power from time to time to define what courses are to be regarded as pro- 
fessional courses ; provided that no degree in law shall be conferred on 
any candidate presenting such certificates unless he shall have previously 
received the degree of Bachelor in Arts in the University; provided 
further, that no other distinction in law, for which a regular course of 
study is prescribed in the Colleges of the University, shall he conferred 
on any such candidate, unless he shall have studied a part of the course, 
extending over at least one session, in one of the Colleges of the University. 

15. And We further will and ordain, that it shall be competent to the 
Senate to receive as evidence of professional education, in part qualifying 
for degrees or other distinctions in Medicine, or in any of its branches — 
Surgery, Midwifery, or the like — certificates of attendance upon the 
lectures and hospital practice of such professional teachers as shall afford 
to the Senate full evidence of competency and of possessing the means of 
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affording instruction, and wlio shall comply with such regulations as may A ppend ix. 
he from time to time made by the Senate ; and that the Senate shall have jjj 
power from time to time to define what courses are to be regarded as pro- Charter of 
fessional courses ; provided always, that no degree or other distinction in ^ e .Q ue ?“ 8 
Medicine, or in any of its branches, shall be conferred on any candidate i^i^elanZ 
presenting such certificates, unless he shall have also studied two medical 
courses, extending over at least one session, in one of the Colleges of the 
University. 

16. And We further will and ordain, that the Senate in addition to the 
power hereinbefore conferred to grant degrees and other distinctions to 
Candidates who shall have studied in the Colleges of the University, shall 
also have the power to grant to any Candidates whatsoever, whether Mem- 
bers of the University or not, certificates of proficiency, to be tested by 
examination under such regulations as the said Senate shall from time to 
time frame, with the approbation of our Lieutenant-General and General 
Governor of Ireland for the time being : Provided that no degree shall be 
conferred on any Candidate who shall not have pursued his studies in some 
one or more of the Colleges of the University so far as is hereinbefore pre- 
scribed ; provided further, that no distinction of the same name as a dis- 
tinction for which a regular course of study is prescribed in the Colleges 
of the University, shall be conferred on any such candidate. 

17. And We further will and ordain that the Senate shall have power 
to demand and receive for the granting of degrees, or other University 
distinctions, and for the granting of certificates of proficiency, or of any * 
other certificates whatsoever, and for registration and for matriculation, 

such reasonable fees as the Senate, with the approbation of the Com- 
missioners of our Treasury, shall from time to time direct. And such 
fees shall be carried to one General Fee Fund, for the payment of the 
expenses of the University, under the directions and regulations of the 
Commissioners of our Treasury, to -whom the accounts of income and ex- 
penditure shall once in every year be submitted, which accounts shall be 
subject to such examination and audit as the said Commissioners may 
direct. * 

18. And as We deem it advisable that every facility should be afforded 
for the endowment of Fellowships, Scholarships, Exhibitions, or other 
Prizes, in connexion with and subject to the regulations of the University, 

We do hereby further direct and ordain that the Senate of the University 
shall have power to found and endow Fellowships, Scholarships, Exhibi- 
tions, or other Prizes for which funds may, by devise, donation, grant, or * 
otherwise, be hereafter supplied, and make such regulations for the attain- , 
went and tenure of the same as to them may seem fit ; provided always, 
that the aforesaid University Senate shall not interfere with the courses 
for entrance, nor with any regulations relating to Senior or Junior 
Scholarships, or other Prizes, in the Colleges of the University. 

19. And We further will and direct, that all questions which shall come 
before the Senate shall be docided by the majority of the members pre- 
sent ; and that the Chairman at any such meeting shall in all cases haye 
a vote, and in case of an equality of votes shall have a second or casting 
vote. And We further will and direct that no question shall be decided 
at any meeting unless the Chancellor and four Senators, or, in the absence 
of the Chancellor, unless five Senators be. present at such decision. And 
We further will and ordain, that, in the absence of the Chancellor and 
Vice-Chancellor from any meeting of Senate, the Senior Senator present 
shall act as Chairman, to transact the business of the day. 

20. And We further will and ordain that the Senate shall have power 
to appoint Committees of its own members, or of any members of the 
University, and to define their powers and duties, and shall have power 
to dissolve such Committees. 
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21. And We further will and ordain, that the Senate shall have power 
to appoint (and as they may see occasion, to remove) all Examiners, and 
a Secretary, and such other Officers and Servants of the University, as may 
he necessary for the despatch of business. 

22. And We further will and ordain that the Convocation of the Uni- 
versity shall have the following powers, that is to say the power of 
appointing six Senators, as hereinbefore provided ; the power of enabling 
absent members of Convocation to vote at such Elections of Senators, by 
voting papers in such form or to such effect, and to be signed, transmitted, 
verified, and recorded in such manner, and subject to such regulations 
and provisions as Convocation may from time to time determine, but not 
so to vote on any other matter ; the power of discussing any matter 
whatsoever relating to the University, and of declaring the opinion of 
Convocation in any such matters, provided that no such discussion shall 
be raised, unless notice thereof and of its subject shall have been given 
in writing to the Chancellor, the Vice-Chancellor, and the Secretary of 
the University, a week previously ; the power of deciding in each case, 
whether the holder of an Ad-eundem, or Honorary degree, shall be en- 
titled to become a member of Convocation ; the power of deciding on the 
mode of conducting and registering the proceedings of Convocation ; the 
power of appointing aud removing a Clerk of Convocation, and of pre- 
scribing his duties. Except as expressly hereby provided, Convocation 
shall not be entitled to interfere in, or have any control over, the affairs 
of the University. 

23. And We further will and ordain, that once at least in every year, 
and as often as they may think fit, the Senate shall convene a meeting of 
Convocation, in such suitable place in the city of Dublin as they shall 
provide ; provided that no meeting of Convocation shall be held for any 
purpose other than the Election of Members of Senate, until after such 
time as We shall signify by warrant under our sign manual. Notice of 
the meetings of Convocation shall be given in such manner as the Senate 
shall from time to time determine. 

24. The Chancellor, or, in his absence, the Vice-Chancellor, shall be, 
in virtue of his office, Chairman of Convocation. In the absence of both 
the Chancellor and Vice-Chancellor from any meeting of Convocation, the 
Members present shall elect one from among their number to act as Chair- 
man. 

25 . All questions which shall come before Convocation shall be decided 
by the majority of the members present; subject, however, to the provi- 
sion hereinbefore contained with respect to tho election of Senators. No 
question shall be decided at any meeting of Convocation unless thirty 
Members at least be present. 

26. Any meeting of Convocation shall have power to adjourn to a future 
day. 

27. And for the better promotion of education in Ireland, and for the 
furtherance of the objects of these presents, We hereby direct and ordain 
that all persons upon whom degrees or other distinctions have been con- 
ferred by the University created by our Charter of the third day of Sep- 
tember, in the fourteenth year o£ our reign, and all persons who^ shall 
obtain degrees or other distinctions in the University created by this our 
Charter, shall be fully possessed of all such rights, privileges, and immu- 
nities as belong to similar degrees or , distinctions granted by or in any 
other University, and shall be entitled to whatever rank or precedence in 
any part of our United Kingdom is derived from similar degrees or dis- 
tinctions granted by any other University. 

28. And We further will and ordain that it shall be competent to the

would have” enjoyed if the studies so pursued in other Universities, and Charter of 
accepted by Colleges of the University, had been pursued in the Colleges 
of the University created by this our Charter. in Ireland. 

29. And We further will and ordain, that a register of the Members 
of the University shall be kept by such officer and in such manner as the 
Senate of the University shall from time to time appoint and direct, which 
register shall be conclusive evidence that any person whose name shall 
appear therein is a Member of the University. And We further will and 
direct, that the Colleges of the University shall from time to time report 
to the 5 Senate the names of the Students who shall be engaged in pursuing 
therein courses for degrees or other University distinctions, in order that 
their names may be enrolled in the records of the University as Matricu- 
lated Students. 

30. And We do hereby direct and ordain, that the said Queen s Univer- 
sity in Ireland shall have its seat, and hold its meetings in the city of 
Dublin, in such place as may from time to time be appointed for that pur- 
pose by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland ; and all degrees granted 
by the Senate of the University as aforesaid shall be publicly granted and 
conferred in such place in said city as the Senate shall from time to time, 
with the permission of the said Lord Lieutenant, select. 

31. And We reserve to ourselves, our heirs and successors, and to any 
person or persons whom We or they may think fit to appoint for the pur- 
pose, to he the Visitor or Visitors, of the University, with full power and 
authority to do all those things which pertain to Visitors, as often as to 
Us and our successors shall seem meet. 

32. And We do further direct and ordain that the Chancellor, or in his 
absence, the Vice-Chancellor of the University, shall annually furnish a 
report to our Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland, on the 
condition and progress of the University. 

33. And We do further for Us, our heirs and successors, grant and 
declare that this our Royal Letter and the Letters Patent, intended to be 
issued by virtue hereof, or the enrolment or exemplification of such 
Letters Patent, shall be in all things good, firm, valid, and effectual in the 
law, according to the true intent and meaning of the same, and shall be 
taken, construed, and adjudged iu all our Courts or elsewhere, in the 
most favourable and beneficial sense, and for the best advantage of the 
said University, any mis-recital, non-recital, omission, defect, imperfection, 
matter, or thing whatsoever notwithstanding. And WeicIo hereby pro- 
mise and declare for Us and our successors that we and they shall and 
will at all times hereafter give and grant to the aforesaid Chancellor and 
Senate for the time being and their successors such other reasonable 
powers and authorities as may be necessary for the better government 
thereof and the more effectual execution of these premises. Provided 
always that these our Letters Patent he enrolled in the Rolls of our High 
Court of Chancery in Iroland aforesaid within the space of six months 
next ensuing the date of these presents. 

In Witness whereof We have caused these our Letters to be made 
Patent. Witness our Justices-General and General Governors of Ireland, 
at Dublin, this Eighth day of October, in the Twenty-eighth Year of our 
Reign.
